AN  OVERVIEW  OF  THE 

MINISTRY  OF  RECREATION  AND  PARKS 


The  Ministry  of  Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks  is 
responsible  for  the  development  of  recreation  and 
parks  in  Alberta.  The  mission  of  this  ministry  is: 

To  enhance  the  individual  and  social 
well-being  of  Albertans  and  the 
economy  of  Alberta  by  providing  and 
encouraging  the  provision  of  recreation 
opportunities  and  participating  in  a 
provincial  system  for  the  protection 
and  appreciation  of  the  natural, 
historical  and  cultural  resources  of 
the  province. 

In  order  to  fulfill  this  mission  and  to  effectively  meet 
the  needs  of  Albertans,  the  Ministry  of  Recreation 
and  Parks  includes  two  crown  corporations  and  three 
departmental  divisions. 


The  Alberta  Sport  Council  and  the  Recreation,  Parks 
and  Wildlife  Foundation  are  the  two  crown 
corporations  within  the  ministry.  These  two  agencies 
directly  assist  in  enriching  recreation  and  sport 
opportunities  for  Albertans.  The  Recreation,  Parks 
and  Wildlife  Foundation  supports  recreation 
development  while  the  Alberta  Sport  Council 
enhances  sport  development  in  the  province. 

The  department's  three  divisions  include  Recreation 
Development,  Provincial  Parks  Service,  and 
Corporate  Services.  The  Recreation  Development 
Division  is  specifically  responsible  for  the  promotion 
and  development  of  sport  and  recreation  in  Alberta. 

Kananaskis  Country  is  also  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Ministry  of  Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks. 
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RECREATION  DEVELOPMENT  DIVISION 


The  Recreation  Development  Division  of  Alberta 
Recreation  and  Parks  encourages  and  supports  the 
development  of  recreation  and  sport  opportunities 
for  all  Albertans.  The  services  of  the  division  are 
grouped  into  the  following  categories: 

a.  those  which  support  the  provincial  recreation 
system  and  through  it,  enhance  provincial, 
interprovincial  and  international  recreation, 
sport,  fitness  and  leisure  programs,  and 

b.  those  which  support  the  municipal  recreation 
system  and  through  it,  enhance  community  based 
recreation,  sport,  fitness  and  leisure  programs. 


In  order  to  effectively  provide  these  services,  the 
division  is  comprised  of  two  program  delivery  units, 
the  Provincial  Recreation  and  Sport  Branch  and  the 
Community  Recreation  and  Sport  Branch.

The  Community  Recreation  and  Sport  Branch 
supports  the  provision  of  a  full  spectrum  of 
recreation  and  sport  services  at  the  community  level 
by  acting  as  a  facilitator  and  enabler  to  the  municipal 
recreation  system.  The  branch  achieves  its  purpose 
by  working  closely  with  municipal  authorities  and 
community  associations  in  the  development  of 
programs  and  policies  that  will  ensure  self-sustaining 
community-based  recreation  systems. 

RECREATION  FIELD  OFFICES 

Recreation  Field  Offices  throughout  the  province 
support  the  development  of  effective  community 
recreation  systems  in  Alberta  communities.  A  full 
range  of  recreation,  sport  and  facility  services  are 
delivered  through  fourteen  offices  in  six  regions. 
Financial  assistance,  consultation,  information  and 
training  opportunities  are  provided  to  municipal 
councils,  recreation  boards,  recreation  staff  and 
community  volunteers. 

SERVICES: 

1.  Community  Recreation/Cultural  Grant  Program 

This  major  per  capita  grant  program  assists 
Alberta  municipalities  and  volunteer  community 
organizations  with  expenditures  incurred  in  the 
provision  of  recreational  and  cultural  services  for 
the  citizens  of  Alberta.  The  program  supports  all 
aspects  of  recreation,  culture  and  local  park 
services,  including  capital  development,  operation 
and  maintenance;  and  programming  and  planning 
initiatives. 

2.  Community  Recreation  Development  Grant 

The  purpose  of  this  grant  program  is  to  provide 
assistance  for  community  programs,  projects  or 
events  with  particular  emphasis  on  recreational 
services  to  disabled  children  and  young  adults. 

3.  Consultative  Services 

Regionally  based  staff  provide  a  broad  range  of 
consultive  services  to  clients  including: 

•  recreation  bylaw  review  and  development 

•  organization  development 

•  recreation  planning  and  marketing 

•  financial  administration 

•  program  evaluation  and  implementation 

•  leadership  training  and  development 

•  leisure  awareness 

•  development  and  management  of  recreation 
facilities  and  municipal  parks. 

4.  Referrals 

Recreation  field  consultants  are  the  first  line  of 
contact  for  recreation  and  sport  information  and 
their  knowledge  base  in  related  areas  allows  them 
to  provide  an  appropriate  referral  service  for  many 
clients.  Liaison  is  maintained  with  other 


government  departments  and  agencies  who  have  a 
role  in  community  recreation  development. 

5.  Workshops 

Regional  recreation  consultants  coordinate  a  wide 
variety  of  workshops  on  topics  such  as  recreation 
planning,  fund  raising,  Council/Board 
relationships,  policy  development,  board  member 
orientation  and  similar  topics  related  to 
organizational  health. 

Local  community  recreation  and  volunteer 
development  initiatives  are  supported  in  a  variety 
of  ways  including  delivery  of  the  Skills  Program 
for  Management  Volunteers.  The  Skills  workshop 
topics  currently  in  use  are  Financial  Management, 
Time  Management,  Marketing,  Long  and  Short 
Term  Planning,  Leadership  and  Volunteers 
Working  Together.  Workshops  are  tailored  to  meet 
the  specific  needs  of  clients. 

6.  Regional  Update 

A  monthly  information  sheet.  Regional  Update,  is 
distributed  in  each  of  the  regions  containing 
announcements  of  events  of  interest  to  the 
community  recreation  system.

PROVINCIAL  GOVERNMENT 
DEPARTMENTS  AND  SUPPORT  AGENCIES 


Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks  is  the  provincial 
government  department  that  is  directly  responsible 
for  the  recreation  and  sport  delivery  system  in 
Alberta.  While  the  majority  of  programs  and  services 
for  sport  and  recreation  associations  are  provided 
through  Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks,  a  number  of 
other  provincial  government  agencies  also  offer 
services  to  these  associations.  The  following  is  a 
description  of  several  provincial  government 
departments  and  agencies  that  assist  the  recreation 
and  sport  community  in  Alberta. 

ALBERTA  ADVANCED  EDUCATION 

ALBERTA  HERITAGE  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

The  Alberta  Heritage  Scholarship  Fund  provides  a 
variety  of  scholarships  to  reward  and  encourage 
those  people  who  have  attained  exceptionally  high 
standings  in  the  arts,  sciences  and  humanities,  in 
their  careers,  recreational  and  athletic  activities,  as 
well  as  at  the  high  school,  undergraduate  and 
graduate  levels. 

Each  scholarship  is  named  after  an  historically 
prominent  Albertan  who  has  made  a  significant 
contribution  to  the  development  of  the  province. 
Two  of  these  scholarship  programs  are  specific  to 
athletics  and  recreation.  These  are  the  Jimmie 
Condon  Athletic  Scholarships  and  the  J.  Percy  Page 
Recreation  Awards.  The  following  is  a  brief 
description  of  each  of  these  scholarship  programs. 

1.  Jimmie  Condon  Athletic  Scholarships 

The  Jimmie  Condon  Athletic  Scholarships 
acknowledge  excellence  by  rewarding  athletes  at 
Alberta  universities,  colleges  and  technical 
institutions.  These  scholarships  provide 
recognition  of  the  sustained  commitment  required 
at  this  level  of  athletic  competition  and  encourage 
students  to  continue  their  academic  studies. 

a.  members  of  a  designated  inter-university, 
college  or  technical  institute  team;  or 

b.  members  of  a  provincial  disabled  athlete  team 
recognized  under  the  Alberta  Athlete 
Development  Program;  or 

c.  members  of  a  non-designated  team  or  participants 
in  individual  sports  recognized  under  the 
Alberta  Athlete  Development  Program. 

Students  must  be  Alberta  residents,  attending  full- 
time,  achieving  a  satisfactory  academic  standing,  and 
maintaining  a  practice  and  training  program 
acceptable  to  their  coach. 

Designated  sports  are  those  which,  as  a  minimum, 
involve  six  games  or  competitions  leading  to  a 
national  championship.  At  the  university  level,  this 
includes  the  following:  basketball,  field  hockey, 
football,  gymnastics,  ice  hockey,  soccer,  swimming 
and  diving,  track  and  field  (including  cross  country), 
volleyball  and  wrestling. 


At  colleges  and  technical  institutes,  the  designated 
sports  are:  basketball,  volleyball,  ice  hockey  and 
badminton. 

Awards  will  be  given  only  to  those  students  attending 
institutions  in  Alberta. 

2.  J.  Percy  Page  Recreation  Awards 

The  J.  Percy  Page  Recreation  Awards  foster 
recreational  leadership  in  Alberta  communities  by 
assisting  outstanding  amateur  coaches,  officials 
and  other  dedicated  volunteers  to  further  their 
training  anywhere  in  the  world. 

The  awards,  to  a  maximum  of  $3,000,  will  assist 
in  the  payment  of  direct  expenses  for  part-time 
and  short-term  study  or  attendance  at  conferences 
and  workshops. 

Individual  applicants  must  be  Alberta  residents, 
endorsed  by  their  local  recreation  board  or 
recognized  provincial  sport  or  recreation 
association;  enrolled  or  plan  to  enroll  in  part-time 
or  short-term  full-time  study,  or  plan  to  attend  a 
conference  or  workshop  related  to  recreation. 

In  addition.  Alberta  agencies,  institutions  or 
associations  involved  in  providing  recreational 
programs  may  apply  for  funds  to  assist  in 
providing  recognized  resource  personnel  to 
conduct  recreational  training  seminars  and 
workshops.

CORPORATE  REGISTRY 

Sport  and  Recreation  Associations  that  are  recognized 
by  Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks  must  be 
incorporated  by  Corporate  Registry  of  Alberta 
Consumer  and  Corporate  Affairs.  Once  incorporated, 
all  associations  must  operate  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  set  out  in  the  Societies  Act.  Failure  to  carry 
out  certain  responsibilities  could  result  in  both 
removal  from  Corporate  Registry  active  records  and 
loss  of  recognition  and  funding  by  Alberta  Recreation 
and  Parks. 

In  order  to  maintain  status  as  a  registered  society,  the 
following  guidelines  should  be  adhered  to: 

1.  Annual  General  Meetings 

Societies  must  hold  annual  general  meetings  in 
Alberta  and  must  present  at  that  meeting  a 
financial  statement  setting  out  the  society's 
income,  disbursements,  assets  and  liabilities.  The 
financial  statement  must  be  audited  and  signed  by 
the  society's  auditor.  (Section  21  of  the  Societies 
Act.) 

2.  Filing  of  Annual  Returns 

Every  year,  before  the  last  day  of  the  month 
following  its  anniversary  month,  a  society  must 
send  a  completed  Annual  Return  to  Corporate 
Registry. 

The  annual  return  must  have  attached  to  it  a  list 
of  the  directors  and/or  officers  of  the  society.  This 
list  must  include  the  directors'  and  officers'  full 
names,  their  positions,  and  their  mailing  addresses 
including  postal  codes. 

Also,  the  audited  financial  statement  presented  to 
society  members  at  the  last  annual  meeting  must 
be  attached  to  the  annual  return.  Societies  may 
find  it  convenient  to  set  a  date  for  the  annual 
meeting  which  is  before  the  date  the  annual  return 
is  due  and  after  the  end  of  the  society's  fiscal  year. 
This  will  allow  enough  time  to  have  the  audited 
financial  statement  completed  for  presentation  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  subsequently  filed  at 
Corporate  Registry. 

To  assist  the  society.  Corporate  Registry  will  send 
out  a  preprinted  annual  return  to  the  registered 


office  every  year  before  the  society's  anniversary 
month.  If  for  some  reason  the  form  is  not 
received,  or  if  it  has  been  misplaced,  the  society 
should  contact  Corporate  Registry  before  the 
annual  return  is  due. 

IT  IS  THE  RESPONSIBILITY  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
TO  FILE  AN  ANNUAL  RETURN  EVERY  YEAR. 
(Section  22  of  the  Societies  Act.) 

3.  Register  of  Members 

A  society  must  keep  a  list  of  its  members,  together 
with  the  following  particulars  of  each: 

•  full  name  and  home  address; 

•  the  date  on  which  they  became  a  member; 

•  the  date  on  which  they  ceased  being  a  member; 

•  the  class  of  membership,  if  any,  to  which  they 
belong. 

This  list  must  be  kept  at  the  society's  registered 
office  and  made  available  to  members  on  demand. 
(Section  3.1  of  the  Societies  Act.) 

4.  Registered  Office 

A  society  must  have  a  registered  office  in  Alberta. 
A  change  of  address  for  the  registered  office  must 
be  filed  at  Corporate  Registry  within  15  days  of 
the  change.  Contact  Corporate  Registry  to  obtain 
a  "Notice  of  Change  of  Address"  form  (Section  2.0 
of  the  Societies  Act).

•  membership  must  be  voluntary  and  the  executive 
must  be  chosen  from  the  voluntary  base; 

•  activities  should  benefit  the  community  at  large. 

3.  Structure  of  the  Organization 

•  must  be  a  non-profit  organization

Provincial  Sport  and  Recreation  Associations  are 
involved  in  the  direct  delivery  of  programs  to  any 
organizations  or  individuals  of  a  (single)  sport  or 
recreational  activity.  In  most  of  these  programs, 
manuals  or  written  material  are  available.  To 
determine  the  exact  programs  and  materials  offered 
by  individual  associations  refer  to  the  list  of  contact 
addresses  and  telephone  numbers  that  follow. 

SPORT  ASSOCIATIONS  

The  following  is  a  listing  of  the  range  of  programs 
offered  by  the  provincial  sport  associations. 

1.  Pre-Certification  Courses 

These  courses  cover  introductory  technical 
information  on  sport  activities  and  are  lead  up 
courses  for  the  National  Coaching  Certification 
Program  (N.C.C.P.)  technical  courses. 

2.  Technical  Courses  (N.C.C.P.) 

These  courses  deal  with  the  technical  aspects  of 
the  sport  activity. 

(a)  Coaching  Courses  -  are  designed  to  increase 
the  technical  knowledge  of  coaches. 

(b)  Instructor  Courses  -  are  designed  to  train 
persons  involved  in  the  teaching  of 
introductory  skill  courses. 

(c)  Course  Conductor  Courses  -  are  designed  to 
train  persons  involved  in  teaching  instructor 
courses. 

3.  Coaching  Clinics 

These  clinics  assist  those  coaches  involved  in  sport 
activities  that  are  currently  not  part  of  the 
National  Coaching  Certification  Program 
(N.C.C.P). 

4.  Official  Clinics 

These  clinics  and  workshops  are  for  umpires, 
referees,  judges  and  other  officials  involved  in  a 
specific  sport. 

5.  Master  Coach  and  Official  Program 

This  program  brings  experienced  coaches  and 
officials  to  Alberta  and/or  sends  leading  Alberta 
coaches  and  officials  to  workshops  and  clinics 
outside  Alberta. 

6.  Introductory  Skill  Courses 

These  courses  are  designed  to  introduce  basic  skills 
to  new  individuals  learning  the  activity  and  to 
improve  the  skills  of  individuals  already  exposed 
to  the  sport  activity. 

7.  Sport  Outreach 

This  program  includes  the  staging  of  exposure 
clinics,  upgrading  clinics  and  residential  camps  in 
parts  of  rural  Alberta  where  the  need  exists. 


8.  Public  Education  Programs 

These  programs  are  designed  to  make  the  general 
public  aware  of  programs,  services  and  materials 
available  from  provincial  sport  or  recreation 
associations. 

9.  Talent  Identification 

This  program  involves  the  identification  of 
athletes  who  display  the  greatest  potential  for 
excellence  in  their  sport.  The  identification  of 
athletes  is  done  through  the  establishment  of  tests 
and  standards. 

10.  Training  of  High  Performance  Athletes 

Certain  sport  associations  provide  support  for 
athletes  training  and  competition.  As  well, 
support  may  be  provided  for  the  coaches  and 
trainers  of  these  athletes. 

11.  Athlete  Development  Program 

Certain  sport  associations  provide  support  to 
their  high  performance  athletes  so  they  can 
achieve  national  ranking. 

12.  Athlete  Clinics  and  Camps 

Certain  sport  asssociations  offer  advance  level 
clinics  and  camps  aimed  at  upgrading  athlete  skill 
and  expertise.  These  camps  are  designed  to  assist 
athletes  in  reaching  higher  levels  of  competition. 

13.  Sport  Training  Centres 

Certain  sport  associations  are  involved  in 
establishing  national,  regional  and  provincial 
training  centers  in  Alberta. 

14.  Competition  Programs 

Sport  associations  provide  competitions  in  their 
sport  at  the  regional,  provincial,  national  and 
international  level. 

15.  Program  Materials 

A  wide  range  of  materials  are  provided  by  most 
provincial  sport  associations.  This  includes  rule 
books,  tournament  guides,  equipment  and 
facility  standards,  newsletters  and  instructors, 
coaches  and  officials  manuals.

The  following  is  a  listing  of  the  range  of  programs 
offered  by  the  Provincial  Recreation  Associations. 

1.  Officials  Clinics 

These  clinics  and  workshops  are  for  judges  and 
other  officials  involved  in  a  specific  recreation 
activity. 

2.  Instructor  Training  Clinics 

These  clinics  are  aimed  at  upgrading  the  skills  of 
individuals  involved  in  instructing  recreational 
activities. 

3.  Public  Education  Programs 

Public  education  programs  are  designed  to  make 
the  general  public  aware  of  the  programs,  services 
and  materials  available  from  the  provincial 
recreation  associations. 

4.  Technical  Training  Courses 

These  courses,  which  deal  with  the  technical 
aspects  of  the  recreation  activity,  are  offered  at  the 
instructor  and  course  conductor  level. 

5.  Recreation  Programs 

As  part  of  the  Association's  services,  recreation 
programs  are  run  for  association  members  or  the 
general  public. 

6.  Outreach  Programs 

This  program  is  intended  to  introduce  and  develop 
recreation  opportunities  and  activities  in  parts  of 
rural  Alberta  where  the  need  exists. 

7.  Competition  Programs 

Some  recreation  associations  provide  competition 
in  their  activity  at  the  regional,  provincial, 
national  and  international  level.

This  is  a  voluntary  association  of  people  who  work  in 
various  recreation  facilities  within  the  Province  of 
Alberta.  Anyone  interested  in  the  field  of  recreation  and 
the  operation/management  of  recreation  facilities  is 
welcome  to  join  this  Association.  The  major  goal  of  the 
Association  is  to  provide  a  communication  link  among 
those  who  work  in  the  field,  so  that  service  to  our 
clients  is  as  advanced  as  possible.  The  Association 
shares  information  about  what  works  best,  what 
provides  the  most  effective  operation,  upgrades  the 
skill  levels  of  its  members,  and  stays  abreast  of  the 
new  technologies.  Some  of  the  services  include:

4.  Level  I  and  11  arena  and  swimming  pool  operators 
courses  and  a  sports  field  operators  course  are 
offered.  All  of  the  courses  are  offered  with  the 
cooperation  of  Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks. 
These  programs  enable  employers  to  be  confident 
that  their  employees  have  the  technical 
information  required  to  provide  safe  and  effective 
operations  for  their  facilities. 

5.  On  an  ad  hoc  basis,  a  variety  of  issues  are  dealt 
with  as  required.  The  Association  is  currently 
chairing  the  committee  that  is  reviewing  the 
"Standards  of  Practice  for  Swimming  Pools".

This  is  an  educational  program  designed  for 
volunteers  in  the  sport  and  recreation  community 
who  are  interested  in  upgrading/developing  their 
knowledge  and  skills  in  the  prevention  and 
treatment  of  athletic  injuries.  There  are  two 
progressive  levels  to  this  program.  Each  level 
contains  both  technical  lectures  and  practical  lab 
sessions.  The  revision  of  the  Level  II  program  into 
a  modular  format  allows  for  individuals  to  obtain 
advanced  knowledge  in  those  areas  which  are  of 
greater  interest  to  them. 

2.  Fitness  Appraisal  Certification 
and  Accreditation  Program  (FACA) 

This  program  is  dedicated  to  promote,  facilitate 
and  support  quality  fitness  appraisal  practices  in 
Alberta.  In  Alberta,  the  FACA  program  is  under 
the  auspice  of  the  Sport  Science  Association  of 
Alberta  (SSAA),  operated  at  the  University  of 
Alberta  Fitness  Unit.  The  Alberta  FACA  program 
is  part  of  the  National  FACA  network  which 
works  directly  under  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Sport  Sciences  (CASS). 

3.  Games  and  Competition  Program 

This  program  is  designed  to  serve  three  functions: 

1.  Ensure  medical  coverage  of  Alberta  athletes  at 
sporting  events. 

2.  Encourage  participation  of  Sport  Medicine 
Council  Members  in  all  zones. 

3.  Provide  resource  material  for  major  games  and 
competitions. 

The  services  available  through  the  Games  and 
Competition  program  are  as  follows: 

•  a  SMCA  Games  and  Competition  medical 
handbook. 

•  A  SMCA  medical  liaison  to  act  as  a  consultant 
to  the  Games  Medical  Planning  Committee. 

•  provision  of  pre-event  workshops,  i.e.,  taping, 
and  emergency  medical  protocol. 
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•  to  assist  in  recruiting  medical  personnel  for 
event  coverage. 

•  provision  of  medical  supplies  and  equipment  - 
5  therapist  kits,  2  physician  trauma  kits,  2 
medication  kits  and  access  to  electrotherapy 
equipment  through  Electromed  Services. 

•  technical  assistance  in  developing  sport  specific 
medical  kits. 

•  resource  information  to  locate  medical  kit 
supplies. 

4.  Drug  Education  Program 

The  Sport  Medicine  Council  recognizes  that  drug 
education  is  a  very  current  issue.  In  addition  to 
the  drug  resources  we  currently  have  available,  we 
are  presently  developing  other  projects  that  will 
impact  various  populations.

Medical,  paramedical  and  scientific  professionals 
are  available  for  sport  associations'  publications 
and  symposia,  training  camps  or  centres,  coaching 
clinics,  and  technical  seminars. 

8.  Professional  and  Volunteer  Development 

The  Sport  Medicine  Council  of  Alberta  provides  and 
coordinates  opportunities  for  professional  and 
volunteer  development  in  the  areas  of  medical, 
paramedical  and  sport  science  information  to  improve 
the  level  and  quality  of  service  available  from 
medical,  paramedical  and  scientific  personnel.

REVENUE  CANADA 

If  an  organization  conforms  to  certain  requirements  it 
may  be  issued  a  "charitable  registration  number"  by 
Revenue  Canada  Taxation  signifying  that  it  is 
registered  as  a  charity  for  income  tax  purposes. 

Once  registered,  an  organization  can  issue  receipts  for 
donations  which  may  be  deducted  from  the  donor's 
income  for  tax  purposes.  Registration  also  exempts  an 
organization  from  paying  tax  on  income  under  Part  I 
of  the  Income  Tax  Act. 

Registration  is  granted  if  an  organization's  objectives, 
and  activities  or  proposed  activities  are  considered 
charitable.  Charitable  objectives  and  activities  are 
grouped  into  the  following  categories: 

•  the  relief  of  poverty; 

•  the  advancement  of  religion; 

•  advancement  of  education;  and 

•  other  purposes  beneficial  to  the  community  as  a 
whole  in  a  way  the  law  regards  as  charitable. 

Generally,  an  organization  whose  purpose  is  to 
promote  sport  will  not  be  eligible  for  charitable 
registration.  However,  an  organization  established  for 
the  achievement  of  a  charitable  purpose  through  the 
playing  of  sports  (for  example,  undertaking  sporting 
activities  for  the  disabled  to  improve  their  motor 
skills)  may  qualify  for  charitable  registration  under 
the  Income  Tax  Act.  In  addition,  an  organization 
whose  purpose  is  to  provide  a  community  facility  for 
healthy  recreation  may  be  eligible  for  registration. 

On  the  other  hand,  organizations  established 
primarily  for  the  provision  of  social  activities  will  not 
qualify  for  charitable  registration. 


"An  organization  that  does  not  qualify  for  charitable 
registration  may  qualify  for  exemption  from  tax  as  a 
non-profit  organization  under  paragraph  149(1)(1)  of 
the  Income  Tax  Act.  Non-profit  status  exempts  an 
organization  from  tax  under  Part  1  of  the  Income  Tax 
Act.  Determination  of  this  status  and  filing 
requirements  of  such  organizations  are  discussed  in 
Interpretation  Bulletin  IT-496,  available  at  any 
District  Taxation  Office."

The  Sport  Medicine  Council  of  Canada  (SMCC),  a 
multi-service  organization,  celebrated  its  10th  year

sport  system.  The  SMCC  provides  quality  medical, 
paramedical  and  scientific  networks  and  programs  to 
high  performance  athletes. 

The  SMCC  membership  is  comprised  of  four 
professional  associations. 

1.  The  Canadian  Academy  of  Sport  Medicine 

2.  The  Canadian  Association  of  Sport  Sciences 

3.  The  Canadian  Athletic  Therapists  Association 

4.  The  Sports  Physiotherapy  Division  of  the 
Canadian  Physiotherapy  Association. 

PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES 

1.  Anti-Drug  Education 

Canada  is  a  world  leader  in  developing  anti- 
doping  programs  in  amateur  sport.  The  SMCC 
has  played  a  major  role  in  this  effort,  including 
drug  testing  procedures,  training  certified  doping 
control  officers  and  the  production  and 
distribution  of  a  wide  range  of  educational 
materials.

The  Health  Status  Support  Program  and  the 
Medical  History  Injury  Reporting  System  provides 
Canadian  athletes  with  a  continuous  and  effective 
health  care  program.  Effective  medical  monitoring 
can  help  prevent  injuries  and  overtraining, 
contribute  to  improved  performance  and  facilitate 
future  sport  specific  research. 

3.  Sport  Nutrition 

Proper  nutrition  is  an  essential  ingredient  in 
athlete  performance.  The  sport  nutrition  program 
identifies  qualified  nutritional  counsellors  and 
educators  who  are  interested  in  providing 
information  and  counselling  services  to  high 
performance  athletes.  Resource  materials  include 
workbooks,  travel  handouts  and  educational 
videos. 
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4.  Medical  and  Field  Clinic  Services 

The  Council  coordinates  a  Canadian  Field  Clinic 
which  includes  medical  and  therapy  supplies  and 
equipment  utilized  by  the  Canadian  Medical  Team 
at  International  competitions.  Equipment  and 
supplies  are  available  on  loan  to  qualified 
personnel  who  work  and  travel  directly  with 
national  athletes  and  teams. 

The  Council  assists  in  the  recruitment  and 
selection  of  physicians  and  therapists  for 
Canadian  Medical  teams  at  International  Major 
Games,  International  and  national  championships 
and  national  training  camps. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  Council's  publications  provide  valuable  Sport 
Medicine  and  Science  information  for  the  high 
performance  system.  Publications  include  a  quarterly 
newsletter,  a  sport  medicine  directory  listing  medical, 
paramedical  and  sport  science  professionals  at  home 
and  abroad  and  technical  bulletins.

The  Commonwealth  Games  Federation,  based  in 
London,  England,  is  the  governing  authority  for  the 
games.  The  Federation  establishes  rules  and 
regulations,  and  awards  games  to  host  cities.

Two  compulsory  sports  -  athletics  and  swimming; 
and  eight  others  chosen  by  the  host  country  from: 
badminton,  bowls,  boxing,  cycling,  judo,  shooting, 
table  tennis,  weightlifting,  wrestling,  diving,  synchro, 
rhythmic  gymnastics,  archery,  canoeing,  fencing, 
gymnastics,  rowing  and  yachting,  squash  and  tennis. 

The  purpose  of  the  games  is  to  promote  goodwill  and 
understanding  amongst  the  diverse  peoples  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  cultural  activities,  which  have 
formed  an  important  element  in  recent  meetings,  tend 
to  enhance  the  understanding  between  and  knowledge 
of  the  different  peoples  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Fifteenth  Commonwealth  Games  are  scheduled  to 
be  held  in  Victoria,  British  Columbia,  in  July  of  1994.
